Leaders in their fields 


PORT COLBORNE — Two Port Colborne 
businesses leaders are among nominees for 
Niagara Entrepreneur of the Year awards. 

But they’re not average businesses. Both are 
leading the way in their respective fields, cre¬ 
ating new and innovative products to make 
construction easier, and our environment 
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healthier. 

Peter Vieveen has helped simplify flagman 
services at construction sites while Wayne 
Elliot is a leader in waste and resource recy¬ 
cling. 

Vieveen is the president of North America 
Traffic, the world leader in sales and rentals of 
portable traffic control devices. In 1994, he 
invented the remote controlled flagman. 

It can cost about $45 per hour to hire a 
unionized flagman, however, the risk of fatal 
workplace accidents is high. 

The civil engineer worked as an estimator in 
construction for 20 years. He wanted to create 
a device to eliminate the need for flagger jobs, 
so he invented the flagman in his garage. 

“It was a great success,” he said. 

“The business grew from there and we now 
employ 20 people.” 

The flagman has the potential to completely 
eliminate or reduce the need for flaggers on a 
work site. A flagger can operate a stop/slow 
sign and — through a remote control — con¬ 
trol the flagman, which features a traffic light 
to control traffic.

Throughout the years, the flagman 
has evolved from a yellow and red 
light system to a full light system 
powered by solar panels. 

“They’re all solar powered and use 
highly efficient LED lights,” he said. 
“LED technology has increased over 
the last few years. They’re extremely 
bright, have low power consumption 
and the solar panel life expectancy is 
20 years.” 

Wayne Elliot The systems are easy to assemble . 

They contain a wireless radio com¬ 



munication link to link with a radio 
remote override, an onboard com¬ 
puter and traffic sensors. 

Vieveen said the company sells its 
product across North America and 
has completed a $250,000 contract 
with the U.S. military. North America 
Traffic has also provided equipment 
to the U.S. Marines and the army, and 
shipped products as far away as 
Hawaii, Alaska, and Bermuda. 

Their next project is to provide a 
solar-powered traffic intersection in 
the Maldives using four solar panels 


and a bank of batteries. 

Business has increased about 500% 
throughout the last four years by 
expanding their market and increas¬ 
ing the product line to eight models. 

“Our market in Canada is very 

Vieveen is excited about his entre¬ 
preneur of the year nomination in the 
international trade category and said 
a win would help show customers the 
quality business they’re dealing with. 

Wayne Elliot and his team at Raw 


Materials Company, a division of 
International Marine Salvage Inc., call 
themselves environmentalists. He 
founded RMC to reflect a commit¬ 
ment to a safer environment through 
recycling and conservation of waste. 

“We’re environmentalists. We follow 
science and believe in science.” 

It pains him to know there are mil¬ 
lions of pounds batteries leaching in 
municipal landfills when Port Col¬ 
borne has the capability to recycle

Celebrating our local 
business treasures 

P ort Colborne is a gem. 

It has a unique landscape, cute shopping avenues 
and is a portal to the Welland Canal. 

Its businesses are also unique and two of them have 
recently been brought to light. 

North America Traffic and International Marine Salvage 
Inc. aren’t names you hear often however, they’re leading 
their fields in portable technology and recycling. 

International Marine Salvage, a division of Raw Materi¬ 
als Company, recycles batteries — toxic tubes of chemicals 
that are powering all our gizmos and gadgets. 

Many people probably don’t think about the effect bat¬ 
teries have on the environment when they throw them 

One way to avoid their contamination of landfills is by 
recycling them. Businesses who use a large amount of bat¬ 
teries might consider purchasing two- and five-kilogram 
pails from International Marine. Once they are filled, they 
and picked up their entire contents are recycled. 

Residents can also visit their local landfill and recycle 
batteries in designated areas which are then recycled at 
RMC. 

Another option is to use rechargeable batteries. Popular 
brands such as Duracell and Energizer make AA and AAA 
rechargeable nickel-metal hydride (NiMH) batteries which 
perform well in electronic devices. They cost about $20 for 
four and a charger and will last at least a year or two. They 
can be used for thermostats, remote controls, cameras and 
toys. They not only help save the environment, but also 
save you money. 

The Elliot family should be commended for the efforts 
they are undertaking to recycle batteries, boats, light bulbs 
and electronic waste. 

To top it all off, according to their website, for every 1 
million lbs. of waste diverted from landfills through RMC, 
a tree will be donated to the Port Colborne parks and rec¬ 
reation department. 

Now that is a class act. 

As for North America Traffic, the idea of a remote con¬ 
trolled flag man was born from Peter Vieveen’s garage. His 
creation has helped reduce the need for flag men at work 
sites and the risk of flag man injuries. He has not only 
saved construction companies jobs, he could have saved 

Although there are a number of quality and original 
businesses in Port Colborne and Wainfleet, we applaud 
these two and wish them the best of luck at the Niagara 
Entrepreneur of the Year Award ceremony at the end of 
February.

Remember the future

Y bu might ask, “What do you 

mean, remembering the future?” 
How can one remember what 
hasn’t happened? Our memories are 
always about past events. A psychic 
might, in a sense, remember the 
future before the future unfolds to 
regular people, but this kind of 
remembering doesn’t happen to you 

Gavin Flood, in his book The Ascetic 
Self: Subjectivity, Memory and Tradi¬ 
tion, posits a kind of remembrance of 
the future. This remembering has to 
do with recalling the original goals 
which some philosophy or religion 
had for its future and then, because of 
our remembering, working toward 
these goals. 

Let’s look at this idea from within a 
specifically Christian context. When a 
Christian attempts to remember the 
future, there exists at once a connec¬ 
tion between the historical Jesus 
Christ and the Kingdom of God as a 
believer's end-point or goal. 

Looking back to the specifics of the 
Christian traditions and immersing 
our selves in these traditions, 
becomes a skillful way of proceeding 
toward the Kingdom of God, our 
proper end. Christian tradition 
becomes transformational. Through 
remembering Christian tradition we 
engage upon the process of self and 
divine discovery cafied conversion. 

“What does this remembering of 
Christian tradition do?” It takes us 
back closer to the original goal of 
Christian faith. It is a way of trans¬ 
forming the disorder of our world into 
some sort of order having an end¬ 
point and a goal (the kingdom of 
God). 

When we practise our Christian tra¬ 
dition (whatever the specificities 
might be), we internalize the tradi¬ 
tion. We learn the tradition, we prac¬ 
tise it, we perform it. Thus, the tradi¬ 
tion begins to seep into our pores and 
we become it and it becomes us. By 
remembering, we get back to the pri¬ 
mary vision of our faith and we are 
urged toward the original goal. 

When Christians perform the 
memory of our tradition we internal¬ 
ize the wisdom and spirituality of 
scripture, and the teachings of the 
church. Professor Flood says we 
entextualize the divine into our bodily 
living. The imitation of Christ devel¬ 
ops within our selves a divine inferi¬ 
ority. We become changed persons 
having caught sight of our future goal 
and having realized how to attain that 
goal. 

The Danish philosopher-theologian 
Soren Kierkegaard believed the Chris¬ 
tian’s future goal was to develop 
purity of heart, i.e., a detachment 
from the worldly and a growing 
awareness of our life in Jesus the 
Christ. 

I think this would be a useful goal 
for us all.

Melissa Bigford is one resi¬ 
dent who feels adding more traf¬ 
fic in the area could put pedes¬ 
trians at risk. 

"This is a very important 
issue that effects the life of the 
neighbourhood," Bigford said.

She said Chippawa Rd. is used 
as a shortcut by local traffic 
trying to access Hwy. 140 from 
Main St. E. 

"The Berkley (Ave.) stop sign 
is a rolling stop at best," Bigford 


She said the road is in rough 
shape and there are no side¬ 
walks in the plan of subdivision. 

“This is not in the best inter¬ 
est of the neighbourhood or the 
community as a whole," she 
said.

WAINFLEET—As studies continue with the Wainfleet Water and Sewer proj¬ 
ect, the region is seeking input into an archaeological assessment that was 
recently completed. 

Mary Lou Tanner, manager, water and wastewater for Niagara Region Public 
Works said she is accepting written public input and tidbits of knowledge 
about the Lakeshore Rd. area until March 9. 

The assessment was created with archaeologists, historical maps and histori¬ 
ans to outline Lakeshore Rd.’s archaeological and land use history.

Elliot is currently overseeing the com¬ 
pany in a director of business development 
role but continues to be passionate about 
their cutting-edge technology. 

He is most proud of the alkaline battery 
process which sees batteries transformed 
into micro-nutrients to be used in the fer¬ 
tilizer industry. 

“One year into the process it’s working 
well and growing,” he said. 

Twenty years ago, he began lobbying to 
keep batteries out of landfills. For every 
battery the company receives, 86% is recy¬ 


cled and the remaining 12% to 14% is 
paper or plastic which is sent off and 
burned to create energy. 

Although batteries are considered to be a 
fraction of the percentage of waste in land¬ 
fills, Elliot said they account or 90% of 
heavy metals in landfills. 

“It’s important we’re keeping these things 

The recycling process goes as far as using 
cobalt, lithium and nickel from recycled 
batteries to create blue, silver and green 

Elliot’s company also breaks down old 
ships and recycles a large portion of its 


components including metals, batteries 
and PVC pipes, and cuts down steel to be 
melted. Recycling capabilities also include 
light tubes, dental amalgam and some 
electronics. 

In an average year, RMC recycles about 
6,000 tons of alkaline batteries and diverts 
about 100,000 tons in total of waste or sec¬ 
ondary materials annually. 

The problem is, the average household 
generates two pounds of batteries annu¬ 
ally, which Niagara has helped to divert 
with its battery recycling drop off bins at 
local landfills. 

“It’s disturbing to me to see how much is 


landfilled,” he said, noting his fear of 
numerous chemicals that power batteries 
will leach through to ground water. 

RMC is unique. There are only two com¬ 
parable facilities in Europe which recycle 
less than 50% of the battery and leave a 
larger carbon footprint. 

The entrepreneur of the year award 
nomination in technical innovation is a 
first for Elliot, and he said it would be nice 
to receive the award 

The awards will be handed out on Friday, 
Feb. 26 at the Sheraton Fallsview Hotel and 
Conference Centre in Niagara Falls.
